FRANCE AND THE "TIGER"

HIE fine French sense of the fitness of

things ¢eems in abeyance. At least
that is how the outsider is apt to view
the selection of Paul Deschanel for the
presidency over Georges Clemencenu.
The latter has given to France so much
that surely. according to forelgn com-
ment, it was ungracious to deny him
poctle justice. As president of the re-
public lie would have occupied a post at
onee easy and replete with honor,

But the old France that thrilled at a
“gesture,” roge to the man on horseback
and even longed at times for a dictator is
gone, Irench interest in the dramatic
and picturesque is artistically, perhaps,
us =trong as ever, but it is divorced to n
considerable extent from the chunnels of
statesmanship.

As the page of history is unrolled, :he
world may come to realize what this
repudiantion of the showy and the spec-
tacular meant to ecivilization in 1914,
The mercurial Trance of yore would
probably have been defeated at the first
Marne,

And so Georges Clemencenu ends his
politieal carcer without a culminating
aceolgde from the nation he so ‘passion-
ately aderes, the ndtion for which he in
one of its darkest hours was o prime in-
gtrument of salvation.

France is fearful of favorites, cven
those of undisputed brilliancy and eapae-
ity.  The defeat of the “Tiger” may in
part be attributed to this attitude.
Clemenceau ruled with superb authority.
The step from that to autocracy iz too
easily tuken for I'rench contentment of
mind. Save in crucial moments of na-
tional peril even mediocrity is preferred
in the republic.

Paul Deschanel, liowever, can hardly be
ecalled medioere. On the whole he is a
more vigorous stalesman than Raymoend
Poincare, Ie has literary gifts of a first-
rate order, which have admitted him to
He is politically
seasoned and politieally on o different
side of the fence from the group which
vecently held the reins of office. It is this
last circumstance which appears to have
been chiefly responsible for his vietory.
